A, REISSUANCE AND PURPOSE

1. Reissues reference (a) to consolidate into a single docunent pertinent
portions of reference (b), (c), (d), and (e); and

2. Prescribes procedures concerning the preparation and distribution
of revised DD Form 214 to conport with the requirenents of references (e) and
(f) and the control and publication of separation program designators (SPDs).

B. APPLICABILITY AND SCOPE

1. The provisions of this Instruction apply to the Ofice of the Secretary
of Defense, the Mlitary Services, the Joint Staff, and the Defense Agencies
(hereafter referred to as “DoD Conponents”). The term“Mlitary Services,” as
used here, refers to the Arny, Navy, the Air Force, the Marine Corps and, by
agreement wth the Departnent of Transportation, to the Coast Cuard.

2. Its provisions include procedures on the preparation and distribution
of DD Forns 214, 214-ws, and 215 (enclosures 1, 2, and 3) which record and report
the transfer or separation of mlitary personnel froma period of active
duty . (NOTE: Conputer-generated formats are acceptable substitutes provided
Assi stant Secretary of Defense (Force Managenent and Personnel) approval is
obtai ned.) DD Forns 214 and 215 (or their substitutes) will provide:

a. The MIlitary Services with a source of information relating to
mlitary personnel for adm nistrative purposes, and for naking determ nations
of eligibility for enlistnent or reenlistnent.




b. The Service nenber with a brief, clear-cut record of the nenber’s
active service with the Arned Forces at the tine of transfer, rel ease, or
di scharge, or when the nenber changes status or conponent while on active
duty .

c. Appropriate governnental agencies with an authoritative source
of information which they require in the admnistration of Federal and State
| aws applying to personnel who have been discharged, otherw se rel eased, or
transferred to a Reserve conponent while on active duty.

3. Its provisions include procedures on the control and distribution of
all lists of SPDs.

c. POLI CY AND PROCEDURES

1. Admnistrative |Issuance or Reissuance of DD Forns 214 and 215.

a. The DD Form 214 will normally be issued by the command from which
the nenber was separat ed. I n those instances where a DD Form 214 was not issued,
the Services concerned nmay establish procedures for administrative issuance.

b. The DD Form 214, once issued, will not be reissued except:

(1) When directed by appropriate appellate authority, Executive
Order, or by the Secretary concerned.

(2) Wien it is determ ned by the Service concerned that the original
DD Form 214 cannot be properly corrected by issuance of a DD Form 215 or if
the correction would require issuance of nore than two DD Forns 215.

(3) Wien two DD Forns 215 have been issued and an additional
correction is required.

c. \Wenever a DD Form 214 is admi nistratively issued or reissued,
an appropriate entry stating that fact and the date of such action will be
made in Block 18, Remarks, of the DD Form 214 unless the appellate authority,
Executive Order, or Secretarial directive specifies otherw se.

2. The Mlitary Services will ensure that every nmenber (except as limted
in C.2.b., and excluding those listed in C.3.) being separated fromthe Mlitary
Services is given a conpleted DD Form 214 describing relevant data regarding
the menber’s service, and the circunstances of termnation. DD Form 214 nmay
al so be issued under other circunstances prescribed by the MIlitary Service
concerned. A continuation sheet, if required, will be bond paper, and w ||
reference; the DD Form 214 being continued; information from blocks 1 through
4; the appropriate block(s) being continued; the nenber’s signature, date;
and the authorizing official’s signature. DD Forns 214 are not intended to
have any |l egal effect on term nation of the nenber’s service.

a. Release or Discharge from Active Service.

(1) The original of DD Form 214 showi ng separation from a period
of active service wwth a Mlitary Service, including release from a status
that is legally determned to be void, wll be physically delivered to the
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separatee prior to departure fromthe separation activity (a) on the effective
date of separation; or (b) on the date authorized travel tinme comrences.

(a) Copy No. 4, containing the statutory or regulatory
authority, reentry code, SPD code, and narrative reason for separation also
wi |l be physically delivered to the separatee prior to departure, if he/she
so requested by initialing Block 30, Member Requests Copy 4.

(b) Remaining copies of DD Form 214 will be distributed on
the day following the effective date of separation (see C.5).

(2) Wen separation is effected under emergency conditions which
precl ude physical delivery, or when the recipient departs in advance of norna
departure tinme (e.g., on leave in conjunction with retirenent; or at hone
awai ting separation for disability), the original DD Form 214 wll Dbe mail ed
to the recipient on the effective date of separation.

(3) If the separation activity is unable to conplete all itens
on the DD Form 214, the formw ||l be prepared as conpletely as possible and

delivered to the separatee. The separatee will be advised (a) that a DD Form
215 will be issued by the MIlitary Service concerned when the m ssing informa-
tion becomes available; and (b) that it will not be necessary for the separatee
to request a DD Form 215 for such information (see C.5.c).

(4) If an optical character recognition format is utilized by a
Mlitary Service, the first carbon copy of the document will be physically
delivered or nailed to the separatee as prescribed in paragraphs a.(l), (2),
and (3) of this section.

b. Release from Active Duty for Training, Full-Tinme Training Duty,
or Active Duty for Special Wrk. Personnel being separated from a period of
active duty for training, full-tine training duty, or active duty for special
work will be furnished a DD Form 214 when they have served 90 days or nore,
or when required by the Secretary concerned for shorter periods. Personne
shall be furnished a DD Form 214 upon separation for cause or for physical
disability regardless of the length of time served on active duty.

¢c. Continuing on Active Duty. Menbers who change their status or
conponent, as outlined below, while they are serving on active duty wll be
provi ded a conpl eted DD Form 214 upon:

(1) Discharge for imediate enlistnment or reenlistnent (optional--
at the discretion of the Mlitary Services). However, Mlitary Services not
providing the DD Form 214 will furnish the menber a DD Form 256, “Honorable
Discharge Certificate,” and will issue instructions requiring those mlitary
offices which maintain a nenber’s records to provi de necessary Service data to
the menber for application to appropriate civilian individuals, groups, and
governnental agencies. Such data will include Service conponent, entry data
and grades. (See paragraph C.4.j.)

(2) Termnation of enlisted status to accept an appointnent to
warrant or conm ssioned officer grade.



,(3) Termnation of a tenporary appointnent to accept a pernanent
warrant or commssion in the Regular or Reserve conmponents of the Arned Forces.

(4) Termnation of an officer appointnment in one of the Mlitary
Services to accept appointnment in another Service.

3. DD Form 214 need not be prepared for:

a. Personnel found disqualified upon reporting for active duty and
who do not enter actively upon duties in accordance with orders.

b. Personnel whose active duty, active duty for training, full-tine
training duty or active duty for special work is term nated by death.

c. Personnel being renoved fromthe Tenporary Disability Retired List.

d. Enlisted personnel receiving tenporary appointments to warrant
or conm ssi oned officer grades.

e. Personnel whose tenporary warrant or comm ssioned officer status
Is termnated and who remain on active duty to conplete an enlistnent.

f. Personnel who termnate their Reserve conponent status to integrate
into a Regul ar conponent.

g. Personnel separated or discharged who have been furnished a prior
edition of this form wunless that formis in need of reissuance for some other
reason.

4. Preparation. The MIlitary Departnents will issue instructions governing
the preparation of DD Form 214, consistent with the foll ow ng:

a. DD Form 214 is an inportant record of service which nust be prepared
accurately and conpletely. Any unavoi dable corrections and changes nade in
t he unshaded areas of the formduring preparation shall be neat, |egible and
initialed on all copies by the authenticating official. The recipient will be
i nfornmed that maki ng any unaut horized change or alteration of the formwl|
render it void.

b. Since DD Form 214 is often used by civilian personnel, abbreviations
shoul d be avoi ded.

c. Copies of DD Form 214 transmtted to various governnental agencies
shall be legible, especially those provided to the Veterans Adm nistration
(Department of Veterans Affairs, effective March 15, 1989, in accordance with
Section 18(a), reference (n)) and the Departnent of Labor.

d. The authority for a nmenber’s transfer or discharge will be cited
by reference to the appropriate MIlitary Service regulation, instruction, or
mnua 1, followed by the appropriate separation program designator on copies
2, 4, 7, and 8 only. A narrative description to identify the reason for transfer
or separation will not be used on copy 1.

e. To assist the former Service nenber in enploynment placenent and job
counseling, formal inservice training courses successfully conpleted during

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the period covered by the formw |l be listed in Block 14, MIlitary Educati on;
e.g., medical, dental, electronics, supply, admnistration, personnel or heavy
equi pnent operations. Training courses for conbat skills will not be |isted.

See 1978 CGuide to the Evaluation of Educational Experiences in the Arnmed Services
(reference (g)), for commonly accepted course titles and abbreviations.

f. For the purpose of reenploynment rights (DoD Directive 1205.12
reference (h)), all extensions of service, except those under 10 U.S.C. 972
(reference (e)), are considered to be at the request and for the convenience
of the Government. |In these cases, Block 18 of DD Form 214 wi |l be annot at ed
to indicate “Extension of service was at the request and for the convenience
of the CGovernnent.”

g. \Wen one or nore of the data itens on the DD Form 214 are not
avai | abl e and the document is issued to the separatee, the applicable block(s)
wi |l be annotated “See Remarks.” |In such cases, Block 18 will contain the
entry “DD Form 215 will be issued to provide missing information.” Wen
appropriate, Block 18 will also reflect the amount of disability pay, and
the inclusive dates of any nonpay/excess | eave days.

h. The authorizing official (E-7, GS-7 or above) will sign the original
in ink ensuring that the signature is legible on all carbon copies. [|f not
a second signature may be necessary on a subsequent carbon copy. The authorized
official shall be an E-7, GS-7, or higher grade, except that the Service
concerned may authorize chiefs of installation separation activities (E-5,
GS-5, or above) to serve in this capacity if designated in witing by the
responsi bl e conmander and/or director (O 4, or above).

i. The following are the only authorized entries in Block 24, Character

of Service, as appropriate: “Honorable, “ “Under Honorable Conditions (Ceneral),”
“Under Qther Than Honorable Conditions,” “Bad Conduct,” “Dishonorable,” or "Un-
characterized.” Wen a discharge has been upgraded, the DD Form 214 will be

annot ated on copies 2 through 8 in Block 18 to indicate the character of
service has been upgraded; the date the application for upgrade was nade;
and the effective date of the corrective action.

j. The date entered in Block 12.a. shall be the date of enlistnent for
the earliest period of continuous active service for which a DD Form 214
was not previously issued. For nenbers who have previously reenlisted wthout
being i ssued a DD Form 214, and who are being separated with any discharge
characterization except “Honorable,” the follow ng statenment shall appear
as the first entry in Block 18., “Remarks,” on the DD Form 214: “ CONTI NUOUS
HONORABLE ACTI VE SERVI CE FROM (applicable date) UNTIL (applicable date).” The
“fronf date shall be the date of initial entry into active duty, or the first
day of service for which a DD Form 214 was not previously issued, as applicable;
the “until” date shall be the date before commencenent of the current enlistnent.

k. For Service nenbers retiring fromactive duty enter in Block 18.,
“Subject to active duty recall by Service Secretary.”

1. For Service nmenbers being transferred to the Individual Ready
Reserve, enter in Block 18., “Subject to active duty recall and/or annual
screening.”



5. Distribution. The Mlitary Services wll prescribe procedures governing
the distribution of copies of the DD Forns 214 and 215, consistent with their
internal requirenments, and the foll ow ng:

a. DD Form 214

(1) copy No. 1 (original). To the menber.

(2) Copy No. 2. To be used as the MIlitary Services’ record copy.

(3) Copy No. 3. To the Veterans Adm nistration (Departnent of
Veterans Affairs, effective March 15, 1989, in accordance with Section 18(a),
reference (m), Data Processing Center (214), 1614 E. Wodword Street, Austin,
Texas 78772. A reproduced copy wll also be provided to the hospital with the

medi cal records if the individual is transferred to a VA hospital. If the
I ndi vi dual conpl etes VA Form 21-5267, “Veterans Application for Conpensation
or Pension,” include a copy of the DD Form 214 with medical records forwarded

to the VA regional office having jurisdiction over the menber’s pernmanent
address. Wen an individual is in Service and enlisting or reenlisting in an
active duty status or otherw se continuing on active duty in another status,
copy No. 3 will not be forwarded to the VA

(4) Copy No. 4. To the nenber, if the nmenber so requested by
having initialed Block 30. | f the menber does not request this copy, it may
be retained in the master mlitary personnel record, to be available in case
t he nenber requests a copy later.

(5) Copy No. 5. To Louisiana UCX/ UCFE, C ains Control Center,
Loui si ana Departnment of Labor, P.0. Box 94246, Capitol Station, Baton Rouge,
Loui si ana 70804-9246.

(6) Copy No. 6. To the appropriate State Director of Veterans
Affairs (see enclosure 4), if the nmenber so requested by having checked “Yes”
in Block 20, “Menber Requests Copy Be Sent to Director of Veterans Affairs.”
The menber nust specify the State. | f the menber does not request the copy
be mailed, it nmay be utilized as prescribed by the MIlitary Service concerned.

(7) Copies No. 7 and 8. To be distributed in accordance with
regul ations issued by the MIlitary Service concerned.

(8) Additional Copy Requirenents. Di scharged Alien Deserters.
“Provi de one reproduced copy of Copy No. 1 to the U S. Departnment of State,
Visa Ofice - SCAVO, State Annex No. 2, Washington, D.C. 20520, to assist the
Visa Ofice in precluding the unwarranted issuance of visas to discharged and
alien deserters in accordance with DoD Directive 1325.2 (reference (i)). Place
of birth will be entered in Block 18.

b. DD Form 214-ws. Uilized to facilitate the preparation of DD Form
214,  The docunment w |l be used and di sposed of in accordance with regul ations
| ssued by the MIlitary Service concerned.

c. DD Form 215. Uilized to correct errors in DD Form 214 di scovered
after the original has been delivered and/or distribution of copies of the
form has been made, and to furnish to separatee information not avail abl e
when the DD Form 214 was prepared. The distribution of DD Form 215 will be
i dentical to the distribution of DD Form 214.

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d. Requests for Copies of DD Form 214 Subsequent to Separation. Agencies
mai ntai ni ng a separatee's DD Form 214 will provide a copy only upon witten
request by the nmenber. Agencies will provide the nenber with 1 copy with the
Special Additional Information section, and 1 copy with that information deleted.
In the case of DD Fornms 214 issued prior to 1 July 1979, agencies wll| provide
the member with 1 copy containing all itens of information conpleted, and 1 copy
with the following itens deleted fromthe form specific authority and narrative
reason for separation, reenlistnent eligibility code, and separation program
desi gnat or / nunber .

(1) In those cases where the Oenber has supplied an authorization
to provide a copy of the DD Form 214 to another individual or group, the copy
furnished will not contain the Special Additional Information section or, in
the case of DD forms issued prior to 1 July 1979, those itens listed in d.,
above.

(2) A copy will be provided to authorized personnel for officia
pur poses only.

6. Procurenent. Arrangenents for procurenent of DD Forns 214, 214-ws,
and 215 will be made by the MIlitary Services.

7. Modification of Fornms. The nodification of the content or format of
DD Forns 214, 214-ws, and 215 may not be acconplished without prior authorization
of the Assistant Secretary of Defense (Force Managenent and Personnel) (ASD(FM&P)).
Requests to add or delete information will be coordinated with the other MIlitary
Services in witing, prior to submssion to the ASD(FM&P). If a Mlitary Service
uses conputer capability to generate fornms, the items of information may be
arranged, the size of the infornation blocks may be increased or decreased,
and copies 7 and/or 8 may be deleted at the discretion of the Service.

D.  RESPONSI Bl LI Tl ES

1. The DD Forms 214 and 215 are a source of significant and authoritative
i nformation used by civilian and governnmental agencies to validate veteran
eligibility for benefits. As such, they are valuable forns and, therefore,
vul nerable to fraudulent use. Since they are sensitive, the forms nust be
safeguarded at all tines. They will be transmtted, stored, and destroyed in
a manner which will prevent unauthorized use. The Mlitary Services will issue
i nstructions consistent with the follow ng:

a. Al DD Forns 214 wll be surprinted with a reproducible screen
tint using appropriate security ink on Blocks 1, 3, 4a, 4.b, 12, and 18 through
30, In addition Blocks 1, 3, 5, and 7 of the DD Form 215 will be simlarly
surprinted to make alterations readily discernible. No corrections wll be
permtted in the screened areas.

b. Al forns wll be secured after duty hours.
c. Al obsolete fornms will be destroyed.
d. Al fornms to be discarded, including those which are blank or

partially conpleted, and reproduced copies of DD Form 214, wll be destroyed.
No forms will be discarded intact.



e. Blank fornms given to personnel for educational or instructional
pur poses, and forns maintained for such use, are to be clearly voided in an
unal t er abl e manner.

f. ~The commander or commanding officer of each unit or activity
aut horized to issue DD Form 214 wll appoint, in witing, a conm ssioned
officer, warrant officer, enlisted nenber (grade E-7 or above), or DoD civilian
(GS-7orabove) who will requisition, control, and issue blank DD Forms 214
and 215. The Service concerned may authorize an E-5 or GS-5 to serve in this
capacity.

g. The MIlitary Services will nmonitor the use of BD Form 214 and
review periodically its issuance to insure conpliance wth procedures for
saf eguar di ng.

2. The DD Form 214-ws will contain the word “WORKSHEET” on the body of
the form (see enclosure 2). This DD Form 214-ws will be treated in the sane
manner as the DD Form 214.

3. The MIlitary Services wll issue appropriate instructions to separation
activities stressing the inportance of the DD Forns 214 and 215 in obtaining
veterans benefits, reenployment rights, and unenploynent insurance.

4, Standard separation program designator (SPD) codes for officer and
enl i sted personnel devel oped under the provisions of DoD Instruction 5000. 12
(reference (j)) are published in DoD Manual 5000.12-M (reference (k)).

a. Requests to add, change, or delete an SPD code shall be forwarded
by the DoD Conponent concerned with appropriate justification to the Assigned
Responsi bl e Agency accountabl e for eval uating, recommendi ng approval of, and
mai nt ai ni ng such codes:

b. Requests to add, change, or delete an SPD code will be submtted
in accordance with section V. , DoD Instruction 5000.12 (reference {j)), with
prior witten approval by the ASD(FM&P), or his/her designee.

5. All lists of SPD codes, including supplenental lists, published by the
DoD Conponents will be stanped “For Oficial Use Only” and will not be furnished
to any agency or individual outside the Departnent of Defense.

a. Appropriate provisions of the Freedom of Information Act (reference
(I')) will be used to deny the release of the lists to the public. An individual
bei ng separated or discharged is entitled access only to his/her SPD code. It
is not intended that these codes stigmatize an individual in any manner. They
are intended for internal use by the Departnment of Defense in collecting data
to anal yze statistical reporting trends that may, in turn, influence changes
i n separation policy.
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b. Agencies or individuals who cone into the possession of these
|ists are cautioned on their use because a particular |ist may be outdated
and not reveal correctly the full circunstances relating to an individual’s
separation or discharge.

E. EFFECTI VE DATE AND | MPLEMENTATI ON

1. This Instruction is effective January 1, 1989. Forward two copies of
| npl ementi ng docunents to the Assistant Secretary of Defense (Force Managenent
and Personnel) within 180 days.

2.  Forward copies of inplenmenting docunents, and any changes thereto, to
the Veterans Administration (Departnment of Veterans Affairs, effective March 15,
1989, in accordance with Section 18(a), reference (m) and the Departnment of
Labor.
